NEAR SIX MILLION FOR 
SEASON JUST COMPLETED 


Azusa, Covina, Glendora, Charter Oak and 


Irwindale Show Greatest Year 


With the exception of a few scattering carloads outstanding, 


upon which returns have not been made, the upper San Gabriel 
valley citrus returns for 1927 are in hand, after what is univer- 
sally declared to be one of the most profitable seasons in many 
years. In spite of the fact that valencias were exceptionally 
small in sizes this year, the return has been greater than in past 
years. This condition is general throughout the upper valley. 
Managers of fruit exchanges said this week that the estimate? 
for the coming crop are satisfactory, although in some sections 
the navel crop estimates indicate a light yield. The general 
estimate for the entire year of 1928, however, is only a few car- 
loads below that of the past year.

The Covina Fruit Exchange ship- 


ped 615 cars of navels, or 283,668

Rush Work on Channels 


Fourteen out of the Seventeen contracts awarded by the 


Los Angeles county flood control district in the past seven 
months are in full swing, with construction at a high point of 
efficiency, according to a report this week released by Chief 
Flood-Control Engineer E. C. Eaton. The flood control district 
is now going through its most active period since the formation 
of the district in 1915, he said. 


At the present time the district' 


has thirty-one construction crew's in 
operation, and thirteen survey crews. 
To date, five dams have been com- 
pleted, and 120 miles of stream chan- 
nel have been protected. There are 
approximately 300 miles of stream 
channel in the district. 


SAN GABKIEL DAM 


While the great San, Gabriel can- 


yon dam project has been held up 
by numerous legal stumbling blocks, 
a vast amount of work in prepara- 
tion for the building of this dam 
has been done, he points out. Three 
designs for this dam have been com- 
pleted by the chief engineer's staff 
at the request of the consulting 
board and the board of supervisors. 
The first design ordered was that 
which called for a dam 378 feet in 
height above streambed, and to store 
180,000 acre feet, with open flood 
control ports; the second for a dam 
432.5 feet above streambed, to store 
240,000 acre feet, with controlled 
ports, and the third for a dam 432.5 
feet high, with a modification of 
both open and closed ports. 


Over 4,000,000 yards of /concrete 


•will have been poured when this dam 
is completed, which will be about 
six years from date of awarding 
contract, the chief engineer says 
This amount of concrete is over 
four tirjjes ,^he amount ever place 
in any daj£""in' the- -wodd," nnd~ ex 
eeeds even the amount contemplate!

GRAVITY TYPE 


All designs for San Gabriel dan 


are of the gravity section, which 
means that the dam depends upon 
its -weight for strength, and the 
weight is calculated at 150 pounds 
per cubic foot. The dam will have 
a complete under-drain system dis 
charging into galleries, and an as 
charging into galleries, and an uplift 
of 50 per cent at upstream face, dim 
inishing to zero at the toe of the 
dam. To better fit the ground, the 
dam is designed and arched, with 
1400 feet radius. The length on 
crest for the third design is 2401 
feet, and the thickness at streambed 
360 feet. The other designs have i 
length of 2200 feet 


A steam railroad up the canyoi 


to the damsite, a distance of elevei 
miles has been 'completed, with mo 
tor roadway on each side and ove 
the rails, which are flush with th< 
roadbed. This road is standard gauge 
It connects with the Pacific Electric 
Santa Fe, and Southern Pacific rail 
roads at Azusa, at which point th 
flood 'control district has acquirec 
yards of eighty acres in extent. Th 
road follows the contour of the Sai 
Gabriel river far above water-Hue 
and is a uniform two per cent com 
pensated grade. The grading calle 
for the excavation of 426,190 cubi 
yards of loose and solid rock, 
steel bridge, with a weight of stee 
of 30,000 pounds is completed, 
tunnel through a range of mountain 
for 400 feet is also a part of th 
completed railroad. 


ENGINEERS' CAMP 


Work is nearly completed on th 


building of engineers' 'camps an 
bunkhouses, seven wooden structure 
of the semi-permanent type, whic 
will be utilized by the resident ei 
gineer and his assistants, represen 
ing the flood control district on th 
job. There will alsu bo a guest-nous,; 
and garages, and all will be connect- 
ed with soptic tanks and modern 
conveniences.

The relocation of one sec- 


tion of this road has been contract- 
ed for, leading from the present 
road to tho top of the dam. This 
will have a minimum width of four- 
teen feet, with maximum curves cl- 
one hundred feet radius, and a mnx- 
inium grade of six per cent. This 
road in length is 8,000 feet, calling 
for the excavation of twenty cubic 
yards per lineal foot. 


PACOIMA DAM 


This structure blocks a canyon 


loading into the Ban Fernando val- 
ley, and will be tlie highest arch 
dam iu the world, tho engineer says. 
It has been uudor construction 


October of 1924. Of the 225,000 
cubic yards of concrete, to be placed 
aefore it is finished, there have been 
175,000 cubic yards placed up to 
the present. The excavation totals 
02.000 cubic y$fdB, . T?he_ dam will 
be'365 Wet in-height above-streanj- 
bed; will have a crest- length of 
700 feet, .and base thickness of 96 
feet. It is of the constant angle 
arch type, with upstream radii vary- 
ing from 170 feet at the base to 
340 feet at the crest. This is being 
built by Bent, Brothers of Los Ange- 
les, and its full, completion is expect- 
ed by next May. 


SANTA ANITA DAM 


The 'chief engineer also points out 


that the Big Santa Anita dam has 
been completed since last May, and 
involved 74,840 yards of .concrete. 
This dam is above the city of Ar- 
cadia. Its construction involved the 
building of a mountain road two i 
and one-Ualf miles in length, with 
100,244 yards of excavation. 
This 


dam is of- the constant angle arch 
type, with height above streambed 
of 225 feet, with base thickness of 
47 feet, and upstream radii varying 
from 129 feet at base to 305 feet 
at 'crest. This dam was built by 
the Ross Construction company. 


SAWPIT DAM 


This dam, above the city of Mon- 


rovia, ia of the constant radius type 
and was completed last June, the 
contract having been in the hands 
of H. E. Heller & company of Stock- 
ton. It involved 45,220 cubic yards 
of excavation, and 56,250 cubic yards 
of concrete. It is 160 feet above 
streambed, with a thickness of 57.9 
feet and an upstream radius of 265 
feet. 


PUDDINGSTONE DAM 


To create a reservoir of 20,000 acre 


feet capacity, the construction of 
three earth dams was necessary in 
the Puddingstone project, near San 
Dimas, and southeast of Covina, the 
engineer states. These dams have 
heights of 142 feet, 55 feet and 64 
feet respectively, and this work of 
earth filling is completed. A total 
of 817,000 cubic yards of earth fill 
was made and rolled. Work was 
commenced by district 
forces 
in 


March, 1926, and 247,000 cubic yards 
had boon pla'eed up to the time that 
a contract was awarded to the H. W. 
Rohl Company of Los Angeles. 


A feature of this work was the 


rapidity with which the earth was 
excavated, transported, put in place 
and tamped, the engineer says. Tho 
H. W. Rohl Company developed a 
type of roller in units, with ball- 
shaped feet, having a greater unit 
pressure per foot and a larger num- 
ber of impacting blows per hour 
than the methods formerly 
used. 


With the use of thirteen five-yard 
and ten-yard trucks, with' 
thveo 


steam shovels, the contractor placed 
us high as 8,000 cubic yards in six- 
t.eon hours, declared to bo a record 
in this method of construction. The 
dam, with its concrete facings and 
all appurtenances, will be entirely 
completed by February jirst of this 
coining year.

The striking record of the triumph of cooperative mar- 


keting in this state has another entry—the greatest season in 
history for the California Walnut Growers Association. 


Representing 85 per cent of the growers, the association 


will market an even greater proportion than that of the state 
crop of 42,000 tons. It is by far the largest yield ever regis- 
tered, and the best in quality. 


It will bring to the members more than $16,000,000. The 


only financial record to approach this was during the war, 
when one season's crop sold for about $13,000.000. 


The other day the California Fruit Growers Exchange 


reported its citrus fruit sales for last season at nearly $162,- 
000,000, with $120,000,000 returned to growers after freight 
and refrigeration charges had been deducted. This also was 
a record for all time. 


Both of these associations are admirable examples of the 


value of cooperation. They also prove the wise leadership of 
C. C. Teague, president of both groups, and his associates. 


The walnut growers proceed along lines similar to those 


of the citrus growers. The function of each, primarily, is to 
market the crop. This is done through agency brokers 
throughout the country. The grower is relieved of any con- 
cern in this usually most difficult of all problems. He knows 
from experience that the association will get the maximum 
price and market the very last bag of nuts from his trees, if 
that is possible. 


In addition, the walnut association, like the citrus ex- 


change, maintains by-products plants and allows no frac- 
tional item of value to be wasted. Also, the association goes 
in strong for advertising; printer's ink is making their "Dia- 
mond" brand the very last word in walnut supremacy, just 
as "Sunkist" is the symbol of superiority in the orange and 
lemon. 


There is nothing to make California prouder than the 


record of its cooperative growers' associations, which now 
extend to various products, including beans, vegetables, de- 
ciduous fruits, etc. 


Through sheer strength of union, plus, of course, able 


management, they have brought hundreds oi*millions of new 
money into this state. Cooperation in all the great enter- 
prises affecting California will make that billions.—Los An- 
geles Examiner. 


Unwelcome Scandal— 


(Pasadena Star-News) : The public is being served with 


more scandal news than it wants. This is the opinion of Dr. 
John W. Cunliffe, director of the Columbia University School 
of Journalism. Restriction on scandal and sensationalism 
would be welcomed by many persons, in the opinion of Dr. 
Cunliffe. The view of this eminent authority on journalism 
is shared by many careful observers throughout the country. 
It would be unfair to the clean-minded masses to assume 
that they really want column after colunfn daily of details 
of vice and crime and scandal. Dr. Cunliffe uses vigorous 
language in denouncing this type of newspaper content. 
Quoting him: 


'•Many newspaper men and a host of newspaper readers 


would no doubt welcome any provision which directed the 
dirty linen of distinguished citizens, or that of citizens dis- 
tinguished only by linen of exceptional filth, should be wash- 
ed in private, even when it became matter of legal inquiry. 
If the public interest in these things did not exist, the news- 
papers would cater to it in vain, but it is obvious that this 
kind of interest can be, if not created, at any rate, encouraged 
and developed by the satisfaction of an appetite for the sen- 
sational and scandalous. It must be remembered that by 
the side of newspapers which exploit these notorious cases 
we always have newspapers which treat them with a sense of 
responsibility for the public welfare and with the restraint 
that sense of responsibility implies." 


Newspapers of the type which are serving their readers 


with carefully selected reading matter, especially to the ex- 
clusion of crime and scandal, are constantly increasing in 
favor, as is evidenced by large circulation, well maintained. 


The Real Harvest— 


San Dimas, Charter Oak, Covina and Irwindale, on the 


Southern Pacific line, have sent $4,500,000 worth of citrus 
fruits over this railroad in the past year. By far, this is the 
greatest citrus season in history. 


Five thousand tons of walnuts have been harvested in 


what is known as the Puente valley, which includes West 
Covina. This is a two million dollar crop, greater in bulk 
than ever before, and bringing' a handsome profit. 


Yesterday was Thanksgiving day, and we have no doubt 


but that most of the citizens of this valley were thankful for 
the splendid crop returns, a return beyond the dreams of the 
pioneers who settled on the bleak New England shores, where 
the first Thanksgiving was observed. 
They were thankful 


for the few straggling rows of corn that had resulted from 
the toil of the year, and thankful because the extreme hard- 
ships were in the past. 


It is a long way in miles, with a wide gap in conditions, 


from that far shore and dim day when the forefathers gave 
thanks. We, who live under such ideal conditions here today 
should reflect, at least once every year, on the manner in 
which blessings have compounded in interest. But we should 
also remember that, out of those pioneer days of suffering and 
penury came character, and that character can be built under 
the most adverse conditions, indeed, seems to thrive best in 
the poorest of soil. 


It is for us to keep our eyes on the real mission, which 


is not how many walnuts and oranges we can raise, for this 
is incidental, but how fine a character is being blended into 
the citizenry of the valley through our schools and churches 
and social institutions. That is the real harvest.

During the past year there have 


been 1638 accidents nt railroad grade 
crossings, in which more thnn 800 
were injured and 143 killed, accordr 
ing to figures gathered by the public 
safety committee of the California 
Highway Development association. 


A'ernon Strong, chairman of the 


committee, in a report to the direct- 
ors of the association, declai es that 
this study convinces his committee 
that although education of the pub- 
lic is essential, the danger will never 
bo excluded until California adopts 
i grade crossing elimination pro- 
gram. 


BALLOT fQUESTION 


The report calls attention to the 


fact that at the last legislature, 
State Senator Roy Fellom inroduced 
and secured the passage of a $10,- 
000,000 bond issue for the separa- 
tion of railroad and highway eross- 
ngs. This measure will come up next 
year for ratification by the voters. 


"The high toll that grade cross- 


ings are annually exacting of human 
life 
demands the 
attention 
and 


thought of the people," the com- 
mittee's report declares. "Experi- 
ence has shown that no amount of 
educational 
effort 
will eliminate 


crossing disasters. In fact, statistics 
show a continual increase in the 
number yearly. 


HUGE PROJECT 


"California has been backward in 


attacking this problem. New York 
has voted $300,000,000 in bonds to 
separate railroad and highway cross- 
ings. The' Fellom bond issue is a 
start in the right' direction so far 
us this state is concerned. It pro- 
vides for the elimination of grade 
crossings either by overpassing, un- 
derpassing or the 
re-location of 


roads.'' 


The public safety committee of the 


California Highway Development as- 
sociation is taking steps to bring 
the results of its study to the at- 
tention of organizations throughout 
the state with a view to arousing 
public inerest in the loss of life and 
injuries resulting from grade cross- 
ing accidents.

Dimas canyon four miles away, via 
the San Dimas flood control dam, a 
diversion dam below the flood control 
dam, and a diversion channel, the 
latter 14,000 feet in length, with a 
capacity of 3,500 second foet. 
This 


channel has an inside width of four- 
teen feet and a depth of eleven feet. 
This channel passes across the upper 
San Gabriel valley between La.Verne 
and San Dimas. This diversion dam 
and channel are all but completed, 
and may function for a portion of 


The present proposed metropolitan 


j sewer district No. 7 will be aban- 
doned and an effort made to form a 
new district as a result of the meet- 
ing 'of representatives from several 
communities which are to bo affect- 
ed. The meeting held at Monterey 
Park last week recommended the 
split up of the district after a 
thorough consideration of the mat- 
tor. 


The meeting had been called to 


ascertain the present status of the 
matter, and to consider just how fur- 
ther steps may be taken to put the 
plan across.

SIERRA MADRE PROJECT 


Along the Little Santa Anita creek 


above the city of Sierra Madre, pro- 
tection is being afforded by the con- 
struction of a debris dam of con- 
crete, arched witli a maximum height 
of eighty-five feet, and capable of 
storing 161,000 cubic yards of de- 
bris. For a distance of 1,400 feet 
along the channel below the dam a 
rubble 
masonry wall six feet in 


height is being laid in concrete mor- 
tar. 


BIG DALTON DAM 


For flood control and conserva- 


tion,, a contract has been recently 
awarded for the 'construction of a 
multiple arch dam in Big Dalton 
canyon, four miles north of Glen- 
dora. The structure is to be of the 
hollow buttress type, with 60-foot 
span between buttresses, with a max- 
imum height of 145 feet 
above 


streambed and a crest length of 420 
feet. This -jontract was awarded to 
the H. W. Eohl Company. The work 
this winter will be largely confined 
to excavation of upper 
buttress 


foundations, and road work, with a 
big start made in the spring. 


WIRE MATTBESSES 


For the protection of the Big 


Tujunga wash a levee is under con- 
struction, 3,000 feet in length, with 
average height of twelve feet. Its 
face is protected by a flexible mat- 
tress of rock and wire, eight inches 
thick. " 


On a section of Rubio wash, above 


the city of San Gabriel, rectification 
of channel is being made, and a re- 
inforced concrete conduit construct- 
ed, with a 26-foot bottom," and side 
walls six feet high. 


For protection on the Verdugo 


wash, a concrete conduit forty-three 
feet wide at bottom and with a eight- 
foot side walls is being- constructed. 


For protection of Sycamore wash 


a closed conduit box is being •con- 
structed, 050 feet in length,vwith in- 
side dimensions of ten by nine feet. 


On Thompson Creek in. the east 


end of the county, above Claremont. 
two gravel fill dams have been con- 
structed, and a contract is about to 
be awarded for their completion, af- 
ter having remained in a nearly-com- 
plete1 condition for several, years. 


STUDY EATON WASH 


. Studies are now in progress, to- 
gether with: exploration work in 
Eaton Wash, east of P:'.sadena. 
It 


is probable that plans and specifica- 
tions 'for a project costing over $500,- 
000 will be ready in the 
spring. 


Studies are also in progress for a 
dam and protection work in Big 
Tujunga canyon. 


Several hundred miles of channel 


protection work remains to be done j 
in the county, and it will be many j 
year.- before' this work can be com- j 
pleted, the engineer says. The flood 
control district has at the present 
time twenty-eight crews of its own 
engaged in maintenance and protec- 
tion work, building check dams, and 
other preventive flood measures. The . 
chief engineer deplores the fact that ; 
maintenance and tax money is not j 
available in sufficient quantities to 
perform the permanent type of work 
that is necessary. The work is pro- 
gressing as rapidly as funds will per- 
mit, he says. Comprehensive studies 
are'being .made of the flood control 
problems throughout the- county. 


CHRISTMAS SEALS PUT 
IN MAILS THIS WEEK 


Twenty million Christmas seals

in length and girth combined, nor 
weigh more than 70 pounds if for 
delivery within the first, second or 
third zone, or 50 pounds if any other 
zone. 
ADDITIONS AXD IN'CLOSURES 
Parcels may be marked. '' Do not 


open until Christmas," this being 
permitted in order to encourage early 
mailing. 


Written greetings, such as "Merry 


Christmas," "Happy Xew Year," 
"With best wishes," and names, 
numbers or symbols for the purpose 
of description may be enclosed with 
third and fourth class (parcel post) 
mail. Books may bear simple dedi- 
catory inscriptions not of a personal 
nature. Other written additions sub- 
ject parcels to letter postage. 


Do not inclose letters in parcels, 


as doing so would subject 
entire 


parcels to letter postage. Communi- 
cations prepaid at the first class mail 
rate may be sent with parcels pre 
paid at the third and fourth class 
rate by securely attaching the en- 
velopes 'containing the letters 01 
other written matter to the outside 
of parcels.

made last week on the ranch of O. J. 
Berner. in the 
southern edge of 


Azusa. About iir'ty persons, includ- 
ing press members and citrus grow- 
ers, witnessed and marveled at its 
performance. Press representatives 
were present from the Los Angeles 
Times. California Cultivator, Cali- 
fornia Citrograph. and Citrus Leaves. 


This machine differs from others 


in that it lias an oscillating lever 
with a plow that makes a furrow 
about the roots of the trees without 
the 
necessity 
of cross-furrowing. 


With this machine furrowing is done 
only one way in the orchard, tliua 
saving much time and expense, yet 
insuring that all the roots of the 
trees will receive the water when 
the furrows are flooded. And this 
makes larger fruit, increasing the 
profit to the orchardman. 


It is claimed that straight fur- 


rowing irrigates only about 60 per 
cent of the tree roots, while the os- 
cillating furrows reach nil the roots. 


With tractor the machine will do 


an acre every 15 minutes, ready for 
the water, is the claim. It is easily 
adjusted within a moment's time to 
throw from three to eight furrows 
down the middle, with a maximum 
depth, if needed, of 12 inches, as 
desired. 


This machine also has a cultivator 


and weeder attachment, which ob- 
viates the need of any hand work 
whatever in the care of the orchard. 


The implement is steel throughout, 


even the wheels, with not a gear or 
cog-wlieel in it to wear out.

with citrus orchardmen, and will 
soon supplant the old system.
